Loans on 1941 cotton will be made 


directly by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation through agencies approv- 
ed by the corporation, according to 
Ulivpr L. Adams, county agent, in dis- 
cussing the 1941 cotton loan program. 
J.ne producers note and loan agree- 
ment may be executed only by clerks 
designated by the county Trinle-A 
committee, he said. 


Such clerks, the county agent said, 


shall be limited, except in special cir- 
cumstances, to persons engaged in or 
employed by warehouses 
approved 


for storing loan cotton, banks and 
production credit associations acting 
as lending agencies. If adequate ser- 
vice cannot be obtained 
otherwise, 


the county committee may, with ap- 
proval of the state Triple-A office, 
designate one or more of its employes 
to act as such clerks. 


Lists of clerks designated to ex- 


ecute the loan forms and the names 
of the agencies they represent must 
be sent to the state office. Fees may 
be charged by the clerks executing 
the forms but not to exceed the 
following schedule. One to two bales 
15 cents; 3 to 4 bales, 20 cents; G to 
7 bales, 25 cents; 7 to 8 bales,

Ocen Bossom Yields 
'Rainbow' Mud 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK - Some new hand- 


writing on the ocean bottom, in the 
form of green and pink pigments, is 
reported in the proccdeings of the 
National Academy of Sciences. 


The colors are not a prophecy but 


a record of things that happened in 
some remote past. The report is by 
Denis L. Fox and Lloyd J. Anders6n" 
of the Scripps Institution of Oceano- 
graphy, La. Jolla, Calif. 


These men studied the cores of 


mud brought up from the bottoms by 
a cylinder which, after being lowered 
thousands of feet, drives an inverted, 
open end steel can into the bottom 
by .exploding a charge of powder. It's 
like shooting a big gun. 


They found green pigments near- 


ly 20 feet below the top of the mud. ' 
The greens included the stuff ,of 
which chlorophyll, the green color-, 
ing matter of plants is formed. None ' 
was chlorophyll, but all were simpler 
chemicals, out of which the plant color 
could be made. 


The greens were found regardless 


of bottom depth. Some of the muds 
were very ancient. 


The pinks were carotenoides, 
the 


pigments which animals convert into" 
vitamin A. In one deep layer of Gulf 
of Mexico bottom, these pigments were 
estimated to be 6,000 to 7,000 years old.'
